With big vehicles, on is used when they are preceded by an article or 
possessive adjective. 


Eg: On a ship, on a train, on a plane, on a bus, 
NB: on my bike, on foot. 
Eg: Suresh went there on my bike, She landed here on a ship. 


When an animal is used for transportation. 

Eg: | am riding on a horse. 

Mode of payment. 

By cheque, by money order, by credit card, by debit card,etc... 
NB: In cash 


With watch, clock ,calendar, ‘by’ is used when they denote the meaning 
‘according to’. 


Eg: What is time by your watch? 31st is a holiday by this calendar.

Conjunctions which connect two clauses of equal rank( FAN BOYS) 
FOR, AND, NOR, BUT, OR, YET, SO 
Both....... and Either....or neither.....nor not only .....but also 


1. Everyone was singing 
2. Everyone was dancing 


Everyone was singing and dancing. 


Conjunctions which connect a subordinate clause to another clause are 
called Subordinating Conjunctions 


Because, as, if , when, which, where, if, unless, until, till, before, after, since, 
how, why , that etc.. 


Eg : If you sing a song , | will dance 


1) If you sing asong - subordinate clause / dependent clause 
2) Iwill dance - main clause / independent clause / principal clause 


2. To denote cause. 
You will be punished because you have done wrong. 
As you have done wrong, you will be punished. 


Since | am ill, | will not go out. 


Functions of conjunctions 
(time, place,cause, effect, purpose, manner,condition,contrast,comparison,apposition 
,and concession) 


1. To denote atime 
| shall do it before father comes. 
He went out after he had finished his work. 
Don't leave the place till or until | come. 
When the sun rose, the fog disappeared. 
| was reading a book while she was singing a song. 


The thief fled away as soon as he saw the police. 


3. To denote effect. 
He is so weak that he cannot walk. 


He is such a fool that | cannot rely on him. 


4. To denote purpose. 
He worked hard that/so that he could pass the examination. 
He tried hard in order that he might win the prize. 


He ran away lest he should be caught. 


5. To denote manner. 

Do as you like. 

He is honest as far as/so far as | Know him. 
As you saw, So you reap. 

He behaves as though he were mad. 


She behaves as if she were a queen. 


6. To denote degree/comparison 
He loves you as much as | do. 

| am as tall as you (are). 

| am not so tall as you. 

| am taller than you. 


He is better than you (are). 


7. To denote condition. 

| will go if the weather permits. 

He speaks as if he knows everything. 

In case you fail, | shall not fail to help you. 

You will not succeed unless you work harder. 

| shall help you provided you give up bad habits. 


Tell me whether you are interested in it. 


8. To denote contrast. 
We lost the game though/although we tried our best. 


Though/although it was difficult, he could do it. 


9. To denote apposition. 
| made a promise that | would help him. 


He gave an assurance that he would give me a job. 


10. To denote concession. 

However strong you may be, you cannot do this. 
Whoever he may be, | cannot allow him here. 
Whatever may happen, | will help you. 


Notwithstanding that he was defeated, he did not give up fight.

So that, in order that are followed by ‘may or might, shall or should, but never by 
can or could, or will or would 


He encouraged me so that /in order that | might not lose heart (v) 


He encouraged me so that/ in order that | would not lose heart(x) 


Both ‘because’ and therefore should not be used in the same sentence 
He could not go to school because he was ill (v) 


Because he was ill, therefore he could not go to school (x) 


‘While’ may be used as coordinating conjunction or subordinating conjunction 


according to its sense 
You failed while your brother passed.(while = but- coordinating conjunction) 


Make haste while the sun shines(while=till - subordinating conjunction)
